THE ‘“‘CITY OF AUGUSTA.” 
Savannah News. 

A friend in New York city sends us the follow- 
ing aceoount of the steamship City of Augusta, 
which arrived in that harbor on Friday last on her 
first trip from Chester, Penu. The fine steamship 
“City of Augusta’’ arrived at New York on Friday 
evening, 22d inst., having made the run from 
Chester here on her trial trip in 21 hours, steam - 
ing time. Her average speed from Roach’s yard 
to Capes of the Delawa'e, with her 
machinery stiff and untried, was ten miles an 
hour, under a pressure of sixty pounds of steam, 
and an average of thirty-nine turns of the wheel 
per minute. Passing out to sea from the capes, 
her compasses were adjusted, and she proceded 
on thereafter to New York, making fourteen 
knots, under an increased pressure to the quar- 
antine station. The performance of the ship has 
proved most satisfactory in every respect, and 
your people may well be proud of such accession 
to the Ocean line of steamers hailing from Savan- 
nah, Her dimensions and working capacity are 
hereby appended: Length on 12 foot water line,300 
feet; length over all, 323 féet; beam, 40 feet; 
depth of holc, 25 feet 9 inches; compound engines 
inverted cylinders, 42 and 82 inches in diame- 
ter; 54inches stroke of piston; six steel boilers, 
twelve feet six inches in diameter, eleven feet 
five inches long, working pressure one hundred 
pounds to the square inch, three furnaces on 
each boiler. One superheater boiler twelve feet 
threeinches, thirteen feet high, with the finest 
interior decorations of any steamer ever built ip 
Americ’. She has three decks. With her power- 
ful engines and fine model itis estimated that if 
desirable she can make the run from New York to 
Savannah in forty-eight hours. The ship is 
schooner-rigged, with a squaresail yard forward 
to use or lower at pleasure. In general appevr- 
ance the vessel isa very handsome one. As she 
lies moored in the dock alongside the ‘‘Savan- 
nah,” the latter looks ike a cockle boat to her. 
She worked with great ease at sea,and in docking 
her at pier 35, North river, she was handled with 
the same easeas the other steamers. Captain 
Nickerson Came around in command. He has his 
first and second officers and «quartermaster from 
the Columbus, and to complete the outfit Mr. Bob 
Saussy will, in due time, be assigned to her. In 
consequence of the heavy accumu!ation ef cotton 
awaiting transportation at Savannah, the uphol- 
stering and finishing touches of cabin equipments 
will be deferrred for the present, and as soon as 
the forcing pumps and some small alterations are 
completed in the engine room, the ships will sail 
for Savannah, probably on next Tuesday aiter- 
noon, the 25th ‘nst.
